Already the wedge they have driven into the German defenses in the 


sector between the railw ay centers of Douai and Cambrai is a m enacing one 


to the enemy, who must stop the British on the canal line here if he hopes 


to save these bases— vital points in the German defensive system in the west. 


Disorganization in the German ranks is reported in unofficial advices 


from the front, and there seems to be more than a possibility that the enemy 


command will not be able to reconstruct its defensive form ations even in 


time to hold up the British temporarily along the canal positions. 
APPROACHING FROM THE WEST 


The main force of the British push seems to be in the direction of Cam­ 


brai, along both the Bapaume-Cambrai and Arras-Cambrai roads. 
In this 


area they are reported today to have taken the towns of Inchi-En-Artois, and 


Moeuveres. 
This represents an advance of three and one-half to four miles 


since yesterday, beyond the southern section of the famous “ sw itch " line 


at Quean!. 


ADVANCING ALONG SOUTH FRONT 
Further south the British, likewise, have reached flu* line of the canal 


down to the Somme, making their front along this waterway cover an extent 


of more than 20 miles. 
They are reported to have even crossed the canal 


along its southern length just to the north of Peronne. 


The menace to both Cambrai and Douai may lie indicated by the fact 


that the British are within 5 1-2 miles of the outskirts of the former and 


not more than six miles distant from the latter. 
MAKE PROGRESS IN LYS SALIENT 


The British have occupied additional towns in the Lys salient.

Ohio Conference, then' are 
12 churches in the district without 
ministers, and the likelihood of midi- 
tional churches being without pastors 
was looming up ahead. 
Dr. Jackson calls attention to the 
smalt salaries being paid many of the 
ministers, not only in the Chillicothe 
District 
of (hie < out client*?, hut

some of the other districts, and urges 
the necessity of increasing salaries 
materially in such cases, in order to 
insure the church being supplied with 
a pastor. 
In at least one instance Hie 
salary of a pastor who has a circuit 
in tho Chillicothe District was about 
$100 per annum. 
Some pastors, ac­ 
cording to tile letter, have been f >rced 
lo enter other work in order to sup­ 
port their families, and one of them 
is now digging coal for a living. 
When the 107th Ohio Conference 
meets in Portsmouth September 18th, 
there is reason to believe tile Confer­ 
ence will face the most serious short­ 
age of ministers in a great many years 
end that many of the churches will 
he without regular pastors as a result. 
Some 200 ministers are in the confer­ 
ence.
